With Gatling Guns. 


= “fhe European Powers Promising Trouble 


for the New Brazilian Governmént—An 
American Bark Founders at Sea—The

LONDON, Dec. 19.— Maj. Serpa Pinto, from 
an obscure Portuguese officer has become a 
person in whom all nations are interested. 
He has done more than to provoke threaten- 
ings of slaughter and confiscation from Eng- 
land; he has rendered insecure all the Portu- 
guese possessions in Africa and India and this 
atatime when the reigning family is in tribu- 
lation over the Brazilian troubles. But all this 
isas nothing in the eyes of military men, 
for these disagreements will almost undoubt- 
ediy be settled after the necessary amount of 
vaporings on one side and apologies on the 
other. The circumstances that render the 
Major an object of temporary iat of enthu-· 
silastic artillery officers in the German armies 
and others is the fact that he had such an ex- 
cellent opportunity to try the Gatling gun in 
actual warfare against a brave aad confident 
enemy. To be sure the Makololos 
are undisciplined savages, but they 
are armed by their allies, the 
Engiish, and against a foree unprovided with 
such unexpected and terrible implements of 
warfare, might have held their own tolerably 
well, An exhaustive report from Maj. Pinto, 
who is understood to be well qualified to in- 
form the scientific world lucidly how his 
machine guns mowed down the Mokololos, is 
anxiously awaited by the statis of all the great 
armies of Europe. 

TROUBLE FOR BRAZIL. 

It may be regarded as certain that there are 
troublous times ahead for Brazil. The down- 
fall of the army and the probable confiscation 
of church property have caused a virtual 
combination of European monarchies inimical 
to the new kepublie who may follow up pro- 
test by force. The navy is understood to be 
lukewarm toward the new Government, and 
the most will be made by continental 
countries, particularly Germany, of 
the danger to the life and prop- 
erty of their subjects in the Brazils. 


It will be quite in order for war-ships of sey- 
eral nations to look into the harbor of Rio 
during the winter, and their presenoe there 
will naturally have an encouraging effect upon 
the conservative and clerical elements.

THE STATE CAPITAL 


Gov. Francis Reduces the Severe Sentences 
of Several Convicts. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DisrA Tom. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Deo. 19.—Gov. Francis 
left on the early train this morning to attend 
a banquet of the Kansas Olty Bar Association. 
Before departihg he granted executive clem- 
ency in the following cases: 

Wm. Valley, convicted in Jackson County, 
February, 1887, of burglary in the second de- 
gree and sentenced to twenty-five years’ im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary. His 
sentence is reduced to five years 
with the benefits of the three-fourths 
rule, on recommendation of the Circuit Judge 
and Prosecuting Attorney also, on the ground 
that the sentence was entirely too severe. E. 
C. Chance, sentenced from Jackson County, 
in September, 1888, to the penitentiary for six 
yeers for operating a confidence game. The 
sentence is reduced to three years with the 
benefits of the three-fourths rule; excessive 
punishment and previous good character of 
the prisoner are the réasons for granting 
clemency. 

Michael Collins, convicted in Jackson 
County, May, 1886, of robbery in the first de- 
gree and sentenced to the penitentiary for 
fifteen years. The sentence is commuted to 
five years with the benefits of the three- 
fourths rule. This commutation is granted 
upon the evidence of excessive punishment, 
Upon the recommendation of Judge Ryland 
the sentence of fifteen years imposed upon 
N. F. Garton of Pettis County, for forgery iu 
the seoond degree, le reduced to five years. 
He was sentenced in 1885.

Kérens will with- 
in a few hours make a special 
statement regarding the unfortunate publica- 
tions concerning Ool. Schuarte. 
is expected here to-morrow and will, no 
doubt, double his endeavors for his friend, If 
matters can be explained there is no doubt 
that Col. Schuarte could succeed. The name of 
Matt G. Reynolds still meets with approval on 
all sales outside of the Congressional delega- 
tion.

With a Pull—A Small Sized Storm Rages 
in the Mayor’s Office. 


: HERE was a little 
storm in the northeast 
corner of the City 
Hall, second story 
front this morning, 
and it raged quite 
fiercely for a while. 

Two of the Mayor's 
friends had just 
learned that the Gov- 
ernor istrying to run 
St. Louis, to get in 
under the Mayor, and 
that his four members 
of the Police Board 
are simply figure- 
heads, marionettes 
that dance when he 
pulls the string, and 
the Governor is trying 
to run the whole Po” 
lice Department of the city for his own per- 
sonal advantage and to gratify his private am- 
bition. 

These are facts and the Mayor’s friends had 
just learned of an appointment that proved 
them to be true, ° 

Capt. Henry Frangel, an old and faithful 
officer of the force, died on November 30, and 
bis friends bad not yet reported for duty after 
his funeral when a special meeting of the 
board was hastily called. The telephones 
were worked and the members notified. 
Every member was present. Mayor Noonan 
was there, Vice-President Overall and Com- 
- missioners Small, Turner and Hammett. 

The occasion of that special meeting was to 
select a captain to take the place of the one 
whose body had just been lowered into its 
grave. It was indecent haste, but the orders 
had come from Jefferson City, and must be 
obeyed. 

Sergt. William Young was nominated for 
the place and there was wonderful unanimity. 
He was Mayor Noonan’s candidate and to his 
surprise he found that Young was supported 
by all tne other tour. Young was elected with 
a rush and a captaln was sent to notify bim 
and bring him to the board - room to receive 
his shield. 

THE NEWLY MADE CAPTAIN 

was greatly elated over his success and his 
friends were elated, but a good deal of sur - 
prise was expressed. People wondered why 

the board could not wait until next day, its 

regular meeting day, to make 
the appointment, why they could not 
wait long enough to pass resolutions of 
regret at the death of afaithfal officer before 
filling bis place, and why Sergt. Young, from

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was nominated.@Fred Young,a brother of 
Capt. Bill, ives in the Twenty-sixth Ward. 
He is a jolly, good-natured man, who has a 
keen eye that always looks out for the inter- 
est of Fred’s friends when there is anything 
going on, and for a long time Fred has car- 


ried his ward concealed about his clot hes. 

He went tothe State Convention from that 
ward and took it with him. When the 
convention began voting,St. Louis was poling 
forty-three votes for Francia and one against 
him. His friends wanted him to have the 
solid city vote for the effect it would have in 
the country. Fred Young was the solitary 
man ‘‘agin’’ him. 

They tried to persuade him to join the 
Francis cohorts, but he would not be per- 
suaded. Overtures were made, but not re- 
ceived. 

HE HELD OUT 

till 1 o’clock, then cast his vote for Francis. 
This prevented any open breach, but the 
nominee, now Governor, knew that Fred 
Young wasnot his friend, knew that Fred 
Young could swing the Twenty-sixth Ward, 
and knew that the Twenty-sixth Ward would 
elect a member ofthe Legisiature before a 
United States Senator was next elected. 

A little more than a month before Capt. 
Frangel died the Governor was on a train, 
going from St. Louis to Jefferson City, and he 
saw Fred Young just ahead of him He 
walked up to where this influential resident of 
the Twenty-sixth sat and opened the comver- 
sation with: 

„Hello! Fred. 

„Hello. Governor,“ was the reply. 

The Governor sat down next to Capt. Bill’s 
brother, and they chatted for a little while, 
but soon His Excellency came to the point. 

„What's the matter with you, Fred?’’ he 
asked. 

„Nothing, was the laconic reply. 

What have you got against me?“ 

„Oh, nothing. 

„Well, you're not for me?“ 4 

„„No, said Fred, with a thoughtful drawl. 

‘*Well, what do you want?“ 

**I don’t want anything, butI have a brother 
on the police force in St. Louis that wants to 
be Captain.’’ 

‘*Bili?’’ 

es, Bill.“ 

„„Oh, that Il be all right, Fred, that“ Ii be all 
right, andthe subject of the conversation 
was changed. 

WHY DID HE PROMISE? 

Ifthe Governor was not after the vote for 
Senator from the next representative of the 
Twenty-sixth, what did he want? 

It was notavery serious or earnest con- 
versation that he haa with Mr. Young, but it 
made a deep impression. 

Capt. Frangel’s condition was watched. and 
when the old officer died instructions were 
sent here to elect Sergt. Young. They were 
not written. The Governor does not believe 
in writing letters that may hereafter be 
troublesome, but M. A. Fanning took the 
train and traveled 126 miles with the message. 
He first called upon Vice-President Overall, 
then upon Commissioners Turner, Small and 
Hammett, He did not go to see the Mayor. 

Capt. Frangel was buried and immediately 
the meeting was called and Sergt. Young pro- 
moted. 

This is what the Mayor’s friends learned, 
and it was the cause of the storm. It showed 
that the police force of St. Louis had no local 
head. Thefour Francis figureheads will not 
pull with the Mayor, and they cannot act on 
their own judgment. The police force 
of this city is managed from Jefferson City, 
126 miles away, and whenever anything is to 
be done Secretary Fanning comes down here 
and brings verbally the mandate of the Gov- 
ernor. ‘Phe incident shows more than that, 
for it shows that having the control and man- 
agement of the force through the dummies he 
himself has set up, the Governor ie using it to 
patch up his political grievances and pay off 
personal political scores. 

Sergt. William Young was a good and eff. 
clent officer, but he did not deservefte be 
pushed up overthe heads of men who had 
seen years of service before he was even pa- 
trolman, who had been placed temporarily in 
positions of great importance and showed 
their fitness for the places. There are Sergt. 
Ready, Sergt. Schmittgens, Sergt. Garvin, 
Sergt. Ray, Sergt. Worcester, Sergt. Keilly, 
Rergt. Fox, Sergt. Woodlock, Sergt. Floerich, 
Sergt. McFariand, Sergt. Sullivan, Sergt. 
Lang and Sergt. George Muller. 

Allof them are old officers who have been 
tried by time and many severe experiences, 
and any one of them would have made a good 
captain. Every one of them deserved promo- 
tion before a young officer, who, though 
conscientious and bright, has not had su- 
cient experience to instruct and command 
those men who are now his subordinates. 

But the management of the force is all at 
Jefferson City and they had no friends there. 

The Governor had to patch a large holeina 
fence, and they had to sit back und see years 
of faithful service go unrewarded while the 
Governor promoted the brother of a politician 
for his own selfish purposes.

BRAZIL’S NEW GOVERNMENT. 

Late news from Brazil is not gratifying 
to friends of Republican institutions who 
regarded the revolution there as the as- 
sertion of the right to govern themselves 
by the people. : 

The revolution appears to have been an 
official rather than a popular revolution 
resulting merely in a change of rulers. 
If accounts which come from Rio Janeiro 
are to be trusted the change was brought 
about by a disaffection in the army and 
navy which enabled the so-called Repub- 
lican leaders to grasp the reins of power, 
banish Dom PEDRO and proclaim a pro- 
visional government. 

The reports of the shooting of the oppo- 
nents of the present leaders, the suppres- 
sion of newspapers which dare to express 
opinions hostile to them, the appointment 
of Governors favorable to them for the 
various States and other arbitrary and 
violent acts are not reassuring. They in- 
dicate a fear of the people which is for- 
argues their enforced consent to the 
change. 

Still, to secure the form of democracy in 
place of monarchy, no matter how liberal 
it may be, is an upward step for the 
people of Brazil. The spirit of freedom 
and the exercise of the privileges of free- 
men in some degree have educational in- 
fluences which in time make the practices 
of a dictatorship intolerable and lead to 
the adoption of sound republican methods. 
If the present leaders are not patriotic in 
their aims, they have lighted a patriotic 
flame which will destroy them when they 
stand in the way of the people’s advance 
to a genuine republic.

A PATERNAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. MCKINLEY, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, is at work on 
the new revenue bill, and promises to 
report to the House at an eariy day. We 
say a revenue bill, although Mr. McCKIN- 
LEY cails it a tariff bill. It does not seem 
to occur to him and his party friends that 
the Committee on Ways and Means has 
anything to do with revenue except as it 
is an incidental and annoying feature of 
a tariff job. 

The duty of this committee is to provide 
ways and meaps for the support of the 
Government during the current year. 
This was the original purpose of its 
creation, and its theory and duties are 
implied in its title. To a plain man some- 
what familiar with the maxims of com- 
mon sense and common honesty it would 
appear that the Committee on Ways and 
Means has fallen into the hands of too 
zealous students of the markets. It has 
turned itself intoa financial committee of 
protected. manufacturers and spends its 
time, not in studying and applying scien- 
tific methods of taxation for purposes of 
revenue, but to the simpler task of creat- 
ng profits by operation of law. 

The habit of expecting tariff bills from 
the Revenue Committee of the House is 
one of the most vicious perversions of 
political thought. Thgreal duties of the 
committee have been forgotten. It is 
time that the people were reminded of its 
original purpose. Revenue bills in the 
interest of the people, not tariff bills in 
the interest of Pennsylvanians, are 
demanded. That Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats alike should speak unconcernedly 
about tariff bills as the peculiar product 
of the Revenue Committee’s activity is an 
indication of a mental habit which, if 
unchecked, will land us in a very unpleas- 
ant form of paternalism.

SOP FOR THE FARMER. 


When the President said the products of 
our farms as well asthe products of our 
workshops should be protected, he did not 
dare to specify a single product of the 
American farm that ever has been or can 
be increased in price by atariff duty. Cot- 
ton, grain, provisions, tobacco—all the 
surplus products of our agriculture—are 
free from any foreign competition in our 
home market and are exported and sold 
in free trade markets in competition with 
the ‘‘pauper labor’’ products of the whole 
world. The tariff on wool, of which we 
never have raised enough for home con- 
sumption, has always operated against the 
farmer by preventing the profitable 
manufacture of his wool in combination 
with finer imported wools. It has not only 
lowered the price of his wool clip but 
compelled him to pay twice as much for 


shoddy fabrics as the farmers of any 


other country pay for genuine woolens. 
Every tariff duty laid for the, alleged pro- 
tection of the farmer is a fraud, a pewter 
dollar offered him as a pretended com- 
pensation for the heavy taxes which the 
tariff makes him pay on his sugar, his 
clothes, his farming utensils, everything 
he buys, and all the materials used in the 
transportation of his products to home or 
foreign markets.

When At- 

torney Frank M. Estes 

and Wm. H. Brouthers 

filed a petition for a 

writ of habeas corpus in 

the Court of Appeals last Friday an order was 
issued commanding Oharies Spink and 
Jonn G. Taylor to produoe the 
body of Allce Jackman in court 
the next Thursday morning. No one but 
Messrs. Spink and Taylor knew ofthe where- 
abouts of the girl, but it was generally known 


that she was not in this State and, belug out 


of it, the gentlemen summoned would claim 
they did not have the care or custody ot or 
control over her. 

These suppositions were correst. Charies 
Spink, by his attorney, Joseph G. Lodge, flled 
a reply to the summons, saying Alice Jack- 
man was notin his custody or under his con- 
trol. He then admitted having had Alice 
Jackman in his care during a part of Novem- 
ber at the girl’s request, as she was a blood 
relation of Mrs. Charles Spink, and .again, on 
her request, sent her to live with J. E. Ives. 

AT WOODLAWN, ILL., 

where she is receiving proper care and atten- 
tion. Mr. Spink also stated that neither he 
nor his wife are members of John G. Taylor’s 
tamily and that Mr. Taylor had nothing to do 
with Alice Jackman going away, nor did he 
know of her going away. He admits having 
abducted the girl, but as she is now out of his 
contro! asked to be discharged. 

Mr. Taylor in his reply statesthat Alice 
Jackman was in his custody prior to Septem- 
ber, 1889, by virtue of being her guardian and 
curator since her father’s death, some years 
ago and was also curator for her brothers and 
sisters.

No heavy snow ob- 
cured during the month. The reatest 
amount of unmeltd snow during the 
month was 6.0 inches at Ironton. 

Thunder storms occured at Columbia on the 
23d ; Ironton Ist, and Springfield Ist. 

Lunar halos were observed at Cairo, II., 6, 
11; Columbia 4,29; Fayette 4; Ironton 4,29; 
Springfield 4; Warrenton 4. 

Solar haios were observed at Fayette on the 
15th, 20th, 25th and 30th; Princeton on the 4th 
and 15th; Warrenton on the 12th; Parhelia at 
Fayette on the 15th and 16th. Glasgow reports 
average sunshine 54 per cent; total cloudi- 
ness, day and night, 44 per cent. 

An earthquake was felt between 1 and 2a. 
m., November 2, at Glasgow, Ironton, Oak 
Ridge, St. Charles and Warrenton.

‘THE GAS INVESTIGATION PUSHED, 


He Thinks There Is a Big Combine to Be 

Broken Up—How Much Should Gas Cost 

_ Per Thousand?—Has the City the Right to 
Fix the Prices to Be Charged?

Mr. Stone on Tuesday 
INTRODUCED A RESOLUTION 
at the meeting of the House of Delegates to 
the effect that it was current report that the 
manufacture, distribution and sale of gas in 
the city of 86. Louis for lighting and fuel pur- 
poses and tor illuminating and power pur- 
poses, was now owned, controlled and 
operated by one combination and corpora- 
tion, the Laclede Gas Co., which 
had a perpetual franchise to manufacture 
and sell light from any material now 
known or hereafter to be discovered, at a 
rate unlimited as to price; also, that it was 
belleved that it also controlled the electric 
light companies, thus enhancing the price of 
light, and thus, by the very nature of the 
condition of affairs precluding the manu- 
facture and sale of oheap light; that the city 
is the owner of 200 shares of the stock of the 
8t. Louis Gas Co., and a public sale 
of the plant of that company is adver- 
tised to take place on December 24, 1889, 
and that it is the desire of the House 
and the wish of the people of the city to be 
relieved of the greed, power and avarice, as 


well as to be protected from the vicious, dan- 
gerous and corrupting influence of a grasping 
and overbearing trust, combine and monop- 
oly; and that aspecial committee of five be 
appointed by the Speaker, whose duty it shall 
be to proceed without delay to in- 
vestigate the mature and character of 
said trust or combination, and determine 
whether or not the entire business of manu- 
facturing and selling gas and electric light is 
now owned or controlled one power or 
concern, and whether or not there has been 
entered into by said companies or corpora- 
tions a trust, combine or agreement in viola- 
tion oflaw, and against the interest of the 
poor. said committee to bave power to send 
or all papers, contracts, etc., aring upon 
the gas and electric light question, and to 
send for persons and papers. 

When asked this morning, ‘‘Whatdo you 
pease to learn by this investigation?’’ Mr. 

tone replied: It is possible—in fact, it is 
generally believed, that all of the gas and 
Other lighting companies of this city have 
gone into a combine, and this is what we want 
to find out. It they have, we can report the 
matter and have them proceeded against and 
the combine destroyed.“ 

„What else do you propose to find out?“ 
was then asked. ; 

„We will learn then almost to a certainty 
whether or no we have a right to regulate the 

trices at which the Laclede company shall 

urnish gas.’’ 

Have you not legal authority upon the 
subject now?’’

A Fatal Railroad Accident=The Dairymen’s 


Convention. . K 


Coroner Woods held an inquest last night at 
Benner’s livery stable on the body of John 
Brennan, the man who was killed in the rail- 
road accident at the Relay Depotinthe after- 
noon. According to the testimony of H. A. 
Bowers, the driver of engind 166 ot the Van- 
Galla line, which was the one wrecked, the 
accideut was caused by a freight car running 
Into a switch, which it did because 
of the frog failing to hold the wheels. The 
car was the first one behind the engine, and 
when it started down the switch it pulled the 
locomotive off the track. It aleo spread the 
rails, which caused two of the cars bebind it 
to run off. All ot the cars that pere derailed 
were — — but not beyond répair. When 
the locom ivd left the track it struck an elec- 
tric light pole and turned over. Bren- 
nan was standing on the 


front 
of the engine and jumped off when he saw 
what bad occurred, but he could not get out 
ofthe way. The locomotive caught him and 
the front wheels passed over his body, cut- 
ting off his right leg andarm. When the 
engine overturned it fell on his body, 
crushing it in a terrible manner. The 
engine was only slightiy damaged. Brennan 
was a car tracer and had been in the employ 
of the Vandalia for many years. "He was one 
of the best known raifroad men in East St. 
Louis. He was in some ways a remarkable 
man. He was of very large build, and though 
79 years old was 14 powerful and 
active as a man of From his appearance 
no one would have supposed him to be more 
than 60 years old. He was a widower, his 
wife having died two years ago. He had one 
daughter, Mrs. Michael Moriarity, formerly a 
teacher in the East St. Louis schools, and one 
son, Dennis Brennan, who left home years 
ago "and has never returned.

ports. 
THE PLAN OF ATTACK. 

Mr. Downing spent some time at the Laclede 
last night discussing the situation, but de- 
clined to say anything to the representatives 
ot the press beyond stating that he was taking 
legal advice in the premises, and would do 
what seemed best. To others he was less re- 
served, and made no secret of his intention of 
putting a stop to the purchase and sale of 
East St. Louis grain on the floor of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, or compel them to 
allow Burks and his fellow experts 
to inspect the grain received there and pocket 
the fees. He declared that the object of his 
visit wasto read the riot act to the members 
ofthe Merchants’ Exchange, and bring them 
to their senses. The mode of procedure would 
be to bring action against the Merchants’ 
Exchange for a violation of the law, which 
would involve forfeiture of its charter. The 
State inspection law provides that no Inspec- 
tors can be appointed except those holding 
commissions from the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners. 0 
THIS LAW 

Exchange had vio- 
lated, as it had called for the 


resignation of the East side inspectors, 
and afterward re-appointed them. The grain 
that they handled was owned in St. Louis, 
was bought and sold in this market, was 
stored in elevators belongink to a Missouri 
corporation andthe grain certificates were 
made ont in an office in this city. The chair- 
mau was confident that these facts conclus- 
ively proved that the Merchants’ Exchange 
was violating the law and could be 
brought before the courts. As 
to the responsibility of individual 
traders, he was not so certain, but was of the 
opinion that the elevators at any rate were 
guilty of a breach of the law. T. J. Hennessy 
held the same views, and was supported in 
his opinion by Burks. To his friends 
Mr. Downing had no hesitation in 
announcing his intention of proceeding 
legally atonce and his confidence in the re- 
suit.

HILARIOUS MEMBERS. ' 

On the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange the 
news that Mr. Downing wasinthecity and 
intended endeavoring to stop trading in East 
St. Louis grain unless its inspection could be 
go arranged as to redound to the pecuniary 
credit of the appointees of the Railroad Com- 
roission, was received with some Interest, 
much hilarity and no anxiety at all. Those in 
favor of State inspection and those opposed to 
it were alike of the opinion. that the 
Chief Inspector and his friends could in 
no way interfere with dealings outside of the 
State. By commonreport the idea of inter- 
ference was suggested tothe Railroad Com- 
missioners by a dispute that arose about a 
barge-load of corm, bought by Seth W. Cobb 
for export’ and brought to this city 
preparatciy to shipment to New 
Orleans. It bad been inspected as No. 
the East side inspectors and Mr. Cobb ap- 
pealed from this decision, but was overruled 
by the Board of Arbitration. As the grain 
had been brought to this city the country ex- 
perts claimed the right to inspect it 
and collect fees. If the opinion of 
the lawyers consulted by members of the Ex- 
change is correct, the attorney who was 
made a grain expert by act of Legislature and 
appointed by the Railroad Commissioners as 
Chiet Grain Inspector, in giving his 
opinion on this point overlooked 
the very material fact that the 
admiralty laws of the United States prevent 
any interference with a cargo on the national 
water-ways while in transit from one port to 
another, no matter how often it may be 
stopped. As the corn in question was shipped 
to New Orleans, the Burks experts could 
have no right to tax it by the way. 

BURKS IN A BAD BOX. 

That the railroad commissioners could be- 
lieve that they had any power to prevent 
members from tradingin what they pleased 
on the floor of the Exchange was 
regarded as too absurd for belief, 
and the opinion was freely expressed 
that no action was really contemplated, but 
that the whole affair was a bluff played by 
desperate men. Asa reason for this action 
on the partof the Railroad Commissioners, 
the alleged fact that the St. Louls office had 
mot been able to collect fees sufficient 
to pay the salaries and had been obliged to 
draw on the Kansas City fund for $500 was 
cited. Nothing of this kind had been an- 
ticipated, it having been calculated that the 
St. Louis inspection would furnish 
large surplus, which could 
be applied to the payment of 
salaries inv other parts ot the State. The 
general movement of grain to the east side of 
the river consequent upon the appointments 
made by Burks had entirely upset these cal- 
culations, the November salaries were not 
paid on time, and a draft had been made on 
Kansas City to meet them. It was regarded as 
inevitable that the grain inspection would fall 
of its own weight unless more money were 
obtained, or a majority of the present office 
and inspection force were discharged. To 
prevent such a contingency, the present 
threatening position bad been adopted. 

THE CASE STATED. 

D. P. Grier, when questioned as to the Bit- 
mation, said: ‘‘I never heard anything so 
ridiculous as the idea that we can be pre- 
vented from trading in Illinois grain on this 
floor, and do not believe that any body of 
men will try it until they actually do. he 
Merchants’ Exchange could appoint mon to in- 
spect igrait in Illinois if it chose, but asa 
matter of factit has only made inspection in 
Kast St. Louis deliverable on contracts. It 
has the same right to make Chicago or MBMil- 
waukee inspection regular. Noone is inter- 
fering with the Railroad Commissioners or 
trying to do 80. Their chief inspec- 
tor is exercising all the authority 

ven him by the Legislature without let or 

indrance. Any law that prevented me from 

buying or selling grain in East St. Louis, 
Chicago, New York or London would be de- 
elared unconstitutional at once, and no one 
thatI have seen has the slightest fear that 
such a scheme can be successfully carried 
out.

A GAUZY sTORY 


Told by Clinton Moeouiton and Andrew 
Cantoni, Jr., Charged With Burglary. 


Clinton Moulton was up before Judge Camp- 
bellin the Court of Criminal Correction this 
morning on two charges. With Artbur Mo- 
Namara he was chafged with robbery in the 
Arat degree, and with Andrew Cantoni, 
Jr., with burglary and larceny. 


Moulton seems to be somewhat of a hard 
citizen. On the evening of December 8, de- 
tween the hours of 7 and 8 o’clock, Delia 
Washington, a young colored girl living 
at 214 Moore street, was held up within two 
blocks of her home and robbed of $1.40 which 
she had in her jacket pocket. Four men were 
concerned in the robbery. While one of them 
choked her from the back, two held her hands 
and the fourth went through ber pocket. 
Moulton and McNamara were the only ones 
arrested. Both were positively identified by 
the girl, Moulton asthe one who choked her 
and McNamara as one of the two who held ber 
hands. Notwithstanding the fact that McNa- 
mara proved (?) by ‘‘his girl’’ that he and 
Moulton were both at a party on the night 
mentioned, Judge Campbell held both men 
to the Grand-jury in the sum of $800 each. 

Moulton and Canton! were then held for 
burglary. It appears that about 20’clock on 
the same night on which the robbery took 
place, the room of Andrew McDermott, 
who boards with Andrew Cantoni, Sr., at 
1623 Carr street, was entered by burglars and 
his overcoat and pants carried away. He 
awoke to find the garments gone and 
gave the alarm. Officers Lawton, O’Brien 
and Betzel came in answer and saw 
four men running away from the house. 
They pursued and, fred five shots at the fugi- 
tives. One of these struck Moulton in the 
fleshy part of the 
he stopped. Andrew 
the son of the owner 
nouse which bad been robbed, was also cap- 
tured. The other two men escaped. Mo- 
Dermott’s overcoat and trousers were found 
on Moulton’s person. It appears that young 
Cantoni had been forbidden the house by his 
father some time before. Notwithstanding 
this the defendants put up 

A GAUZY BTORY, 

which they endeavored — the assistance 
of two lawyers to make Judge Campbell 
believe. Cantoni, Jr., said he and 
Moulton entered through a rear window 80 as 
not to disturb the folks. Thev pulled off their 
clothes in the lower room and were 
half sleep on the floor when they heard 
a racket up stairs. Canton says he 
thought his father was going to raise a rum- 
pus because be got in so late, so he told Moul- 
ton to put on his clothes and they would get 
out of the way. Moulton put on 
the wrong suit of clothes in his 
hurry, and the two then ran away. McDer- 
mott says he left his clothing on a chair in his 
own room when he went to bed. His room is 
on the third floor, yet Cantoni insists 
that they found them on the first floor. 
Both prisoners knew nothing of the other two 
men who were with them. Ali of the officers 
saw four men running away, however. The 
deiendants were held to the Grand-jury in the 
sum of $800 each.

DAVID BIDWELL PASSES AWAY. 


Death ofthe Well-Known Theatrical Man- 
ager at New Orleans. 


A telegram from New Orleans was received 
this morning announcing the death in that 
city of David Bidwell, one of the best known 
theatrical managers and owners in the country 
Atthe time of his death Mr. Bidweil owned 
the Academy of Music and the St. Charles 
Theater at New Orleans. He had no children, 
although he leaves 6 widow and 
has a brother living at New Orleans. 


He was one of the best known theatrical man- 
agers in America and had a national reputa- 
tion. He was about 70 years of age at the 
time of his death, and of late 
years bad been a severe sufferer from gout. 
He was a steamboat man on the Hudson River 
tor a number of years until just before the 
war, when he went South to New Orleans. 
met G. R. Spaulding, 
of the present owner 
Olympic Theater, who was 
the owner of the Academy of Music and also 
the Phenix Hotel. About 1866 Mr. Bidwell 
took charge of the latter estab- 
lishment, but about a year later 
Mr. Spaulding, who was an old circus owner, 
took Mr. Bidwell into partnership and they 
started the Great American Circus.’’ 
They took the circus to Europe and 
exhibited it in London, Paris, Vienna and on 
the continent. When they returned to this 
country Mr. Bidwell took the management of 
the Academy of Music at New Orleans. About 
1870, they took Mr. McDonough into partner- 
ship, the firm name was Spaulding, Bidwell & 
McDonough, and established a chain 
of theaters between St. Louls and 
New Orleans, having houses at Memphis, 
Mobile, St. Louls and New Orleans. After 
running these theaters for a number of years 
Ohas. R. Pope purchased the interest of Mr. 
‘McDonough. hen soon afterwards 
Mr. . purchased the in- 
terest of r. Bidwell in the 
St. Louis and Memphis theaters, and Mr. Bid- 
well bought Spaulding’s interest in the 
‘theaters at Mobile and New Orleans. Mr. 
7 9— „ Sr., died some years ago while 
visiting Mr. Bidwell in New Orleans.

Yesterday evens 
ing I was arrested on three warrants, sworn 
out by a notorious lottery vender by the name 
of Drexler, who keeps a cigar store at 818 
Pine street, and who has been once convicted 
and once pleaded guilty to selling lottery 
tickets and has two cases now pending against 
him in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion. The name of Officer Scully 
appears on the warrant ne a 
The offense is alleged to have been 
committed onthe Ist day of October, 1889. 
Now, I know Drexler as a lottery vender who 
has grown rich in the last three years by sell- 
ing Kansas City lottery tickets, having bought 
from him a number of times, and haying in- 
troduced ners who have aleo bought tickets 
2 ut what I wish most to find out 18 
why this Officer Scully takes such an interest 
in protecting Herman Brunner, a large dealer 
in lottery tickets of all kinds. 

BRUNNER AND SCULLY 
have been together frequently of late at Mike 
Yung’s saloon on the southeast corner of 
Walnut and Fourth streets, and Brunner has 
been very loud in denouncing me as being the 
cause of allthe raids that have been made 
through the efforts of the PosT-DISPAT CH. 
Has he influence enough, as he often boasts 
of when he is drunk, with the Police Depart- 


ment to cause the arrest through one of his 


own kind of anybody who tries to interfere 
with his prohibited business? And does it not 
look strange that so far not one of his men 
has been disturbed?

A DAY IN COURT. 

Yesterday's docketih the Court of Criminal 
Correction shows how almost worse than use- 
less it is to try to convict and punish a lottery 
dealer. The liberties granted them by the 
police are nothine compared with those they 
receive at the hands of the court. The police 
do not arrest them when it can be aveided, 
but that is not werse than turning them out of 
court, free and vindicated as if they were in- 
jured and much abused persons. The court 
was established to punish offenders, not to 
give them a chance to escape, but it does not 
serve its purpose. On the contrary it ac- 
complishes just the reverse of justice 
and iets convicted criminals go with 
a nominal fine in each case, which 
is nothing more than a license to 
continue in an unlawful business. Defendants 
in that so-called court are beginning to use 
the old reliabie means of escaping by having 
their cases continued again and again until 
finally they disappear from the docket. And 
the Court never refuses acontinuancé, no. 
matter how slight or unreasonable the ground 
on which it is asked may be. Adolph Congot, 
whose case has been on the doeket for several 
days, asked yesterday fora continuance and 
gave as an excuse that he had not yet employ- 
ed an attorney and the Court granted him a 
continuance until January 7, twenty days. 
This will be 

PLEASANT INFORMATION FOR CRIMINALS 
enerally, If they can secure continuances 
ecause they have not * attorneys 

they will probably bein less baste to pay 
lawyers’ fees, but this is not the course Judge 
Campbell pursues in any other cases, ifa 
man comes before him charged with any other 
crime in the calendar and makes such an ex- 
cuse as that, the court will simply call upon 
some attorney, who may be present, to act for 
the defendant and proceed with the trial, but 
he will not force à lottery man to go to trial 
and grants lengthy continuances on flimsy ex- 
cuses. Andthose delays are not asked for in 
honesty and good faith nor granted to 
give the + accused a reasonable 
chance to prepare for trial. They 
are asked for to gain time, to stave off trial 
until the prosecution is worn out, to defeat 
justice. The Court knows this, and the Court 
grants the unreasonable delays, knowing that 
itis alding a criminal to evade just punish- 
ment. 

How can lottery be suppressed or 4 other 
crime put down when such a farce of a tri- 
bunal exists and is permitted to pretend to ad- 
minister law? 

THE RECORD OF YESTERRAY

DREXLER’S STRANGE CASE. 

The strangest feature of the day was the 
disposition of the cases of Ed. 
ward A. Drexler, a notorious vender, against 
whom three cases were pending. It will be 
remembered that after nis first conviction he 
was fined $100 and costs, but he pleaded for 
meroy, made a solemn promise never again to 
sella lotte ticket, and on this promise 
Jadge Campbell not only remitted the fine, 
but ordered the tickets captured in two raids 
returned to Drexier’s attorney to be sold 
back to the lotteries. Some of these tickets 
were evidence in the case pending, which had 
not come to trial, yet the court 
ordered the evidence returned to him 
and he very promptly disposed of it. Shortly 
afterwards he was raided again and tickets 
found in his possession. A subsequent raid 
was made and again evidence was secured 
against him. Hehad broken his promise to 
the court and was again in the business. Then 
his second case came up for trial, and strange 
to say he asked fora continuance. The ei- 
dence in that case he had received back and 
sold with the consent of the court.

A BRIGHT OUTLOOK. 


The Business World Believed to Bein Good 
Shape for the New Year. 


Henry Clews says this week: With the end 
of the year so near at hand it is of course 
scarcely to be expected that any important 
speculative movements will be inaugurated.

loanablefunds gives the bears au advantage 
which virtually leaves control with them. 
Every advance in stocks is at present 
met with manipulation of call 
money; and while this state of affairs 
continues, while call loans can be manipu- 
lated between 1@15 per cent and time money 
remains at 6 per cent, no very great activity 
on the bull side of the market can be antici- 
pated. There are indications, however, of 
improvement in this respect for January. It 
is significant that, although the our 
rency movement last week was against New 
York, the shipments were almost entirely to 
Boston, New Orleans and a few near-by 
points. The West made no call of conse- 
quence upon us for funds; In fact, money has 
been comparatively cheaper at Chicago than 
in New York, and liberal amounts of local dry 
or and grocery paper have been placed in 

hieago at actually botter rates than could be 
procured here. This is an unusual state 
of affairs and strengthens the suspicion 
that the stringency in this market Is largely 
due to artificial causes. 

Meanwhile, in the industrfal branches of 
trade activity is universal. Extensions, im- 
8 and new enterprises, fostered by 

th domestic and foreign capital, are he 
order of the day. Railroads are taxed to their 
fullest capacity, and frequent complaints are 
heard ofthe soarcity of cars. The iron trade 
is phenomenally prosperous, and in spite of 
the immense increase in production many of 
our mills and furnaces are heavily behind 
their orders. Profits to producers are unusu- 
ally large, their harvest being all the more 
prolific because of the wonderful activity in 
the British iron trade, which has checked our 
imports from thence and thus increased the 
demand for domestic products. As aconse- 
quence, new construction and expansion are 
likely to follow in a remarkable degree. Tak- 
ing a broad view ofthe sitnation, we are in- 
clined to cheerful expectations. The year 
1890, we believe, will prove one of exceptional 
prosperity.

„We of coursg had to defray the expenses 
of our représentatives there, resumed 
Palmer,and had to spend considerable getting 
out fcirculars and petitions.

on the hoof in any @ity, instead of the city 
where the meat was sold. Thus the ‘Big 
Four’ could have their meat inspected at 
Kansas City, where they kill it, and ship it 
from there to St. Louis and other points. Such 
a bill would of course be useless to 
the butchers, and would have no effect on the 
business of the monopoly. Senator McGrath 
voted for this amendment and then voted for 
the bill after it had been amended and worth- 
less tous.

THE AMENDMENT 
had been tacked on. Dan Kerwin pledged 
himself to us, and when we called on him said 
it was unnécessary to do so as he was with us.

Yet he 
slipped out of Jefferson City on us and did us 
up. Senator Moran of St. Joseph fought us 
very hard.

HE WAS ALWAYS FOR THE BILL. 

Senator M, K. McGrath, questioned this 
morning as to his connection with the Dill, 
said: I Was for the measure all the time.
